The loss of a steer may mean the loss of $250. The loss 
of a baby pig may mean $2.50 in its earlier days, or $36 to 
$46 at market time. 


“It has been estimated that the average farm of 160 
to 200 acres in the United States will lose an average of 
$1,500 per year because of livestock disease,” Dr. John B. 
Herrick, extension veterinarian at Iowa State University 
figures. Combine the losses of all farmers, increasing the 
percentages where acreages run much higher, and you have 
a staggering bill of $2 billion to $3 billion each year. 


No wonder the consumer is concerned. This $2 to $3 
billion can be tacked on to his food costs. There are unfig- 
ured losses too in decreased rates of gain, in lowered pro- 
duction, and, an item the farmer too seldom figures, the 
losses to his investment, his time costs, his labor costs, his 
loss in feed costs, in production. 


Science has scored thousands of break-throughs to in- 
crease the productivity and profit of America’s food-animal 
industry. But there is more to be done; more is being done. 


October has been designated as Animal Health Month; 
a once-a-year-reminder to the farmer that animal health is a 
major part of the year-round management, a reminder that 
for him it means more profit. For the consumer, animal 
health means higher quality animal products. 


The Animal Health Institute reports annual losses from 
mastitis — $225 million. Nineteen million animals may 
contract leptospirosis — cost to farmers $93 million. Brucel- 
losis — $100 million production loss. Footrot costs American 
livestock producers $2 million annually. 


Just like yesterday’s sod-busting plow, animal health is 
one of today’s best farm implements.

\ll registered Guernseys that win 
first at any show, or first, second or 
third prizes at the National, Inter- 
national and all major shows in the 
United States, whether owned in 
the United States or outside the 
United States, and animals owned 
in the United States that win in 
qualified shows outside the United 
States, are eligible to be nominated. 

Every entry must be accompanied 
by a suitable unretouched picture of 
each animal or group, as the All- 
\merican judging is done on a com- 
bination of picture and season’s show 
performance. The pictures, prefer- 
ably, should be about five inches by 
seven inches in size and must be 
taken during 1963 and represent the 
entry in a stage of development as 
nearly comparable to its pe ring 
appearance as possible. 

On December 16, at 10:00 a. m., 
at the Home Office, Peterborough, 
N. H., the Nominating Committee, 
Hilton Boynton, University of New 
Hampshire (Chairman), Lawrence 
O. Colebank, Knoxville, Tenn., and 
Lee Yost, Muncy, Pa., will carefully 
consider all photographs of eligible 
animals and select for nomination 
the six entries in each of the 16 
classes.

1963 CLASSIFICATION SCHEDULE 


The following classification schedule is arranged by field territory. For application 
blanks to have your herd classified and for classification rules, write to The erican 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 


All registered Guernsey cows that have freshened and not previously classified shall 
be presented, and in addition all cows previously classified Very cod or Excellent, except 
those eight years of age or over. 


A detailed rating will be given all reclassified Excellent or Very Good cows. The reg- 
ular fee will be required unless their rating is lowered. 


All other cows in the herd under eight years of age will be checked by the classifier. 
A detailed rating will be made only when the over-all rati is either raised or lowered. 
An exception to this is upon request from the owner, the classifier will make a detailed 
rating on cows where the final rating remains the same. 


Fees are $3.50 per cow, with a minimum charge of Sts.08 gee herd. If 75 or more 
cows are classified in one day in a County or District program the fee is $2.50 per cow 
with no minimum herd fee. The $2.50 will also apply to an individual herd when 75 or 
more are classified. A minimum fee of $190.00 will be charged for herds with 55-74 head 
that are not part of a group plan. 


To facilitate the national fieldman arranging his classification itinerary, it is requested 
that your application be postmarked at least 30 days before the classification 
schedule. If your herd is to be part of a County or District classification program, and 
eligible for the lower fee, show this on your application.

GUERNSEY TRADE-MARK SALES CONTINUE AT A STEADY INCREASE 


During 1962, an average of 704,500 quarts were sold under the Guernsey trade-marks each day, a 5.4 per 
cent increase over 1961, There has been an increase in sales each year since the trade-mark program was founded 
in 1923. The GOLDEN GUERNSEY trade-marks are the most respected in the dairy field, and the annual in- 
crease in sales over a long period of years illustrates that the consumers in our great country desire and will pay for 
premium milk products. Each of the four Guernsey trade-marks is the premium product in its field. Sales for the first 
five months of 1963 show a four per cent increase over the same period in 1962. 

[The August issue of the Dairy Situation, published by the USDA, reports the following: 1. Midyear milk 
cow numbers are down 2.8 per cent from last June. 2. A continued substantial decline is in prospect during the 
coming fall and winter months. 3. Milk production declined 0.7 per cent in June and 0.5 per cent in July from a 
year earlier. For the first seven months this year, milk production decreased 640 million pounds, or 0.8 per cent 
below the same period of 1962. The percentage decline averaged 0.9 per cent during the first five months and 
lessened in June and July, 4. Because of lower production and increased commercial demand the first seven months 
this year, CCC purchases in terms of milk equivalent were down about 25 per cent from a year earlier. Butter 
purchases were down about 18 per cent, and cheese purchases about 60 per cent. Purchases of nonfat dry milk 
were down 20 per cent; part of the decline was due to the success of the Payment-in-Kind Program, which moved 
more than 80 million pounds of nonfat dry milk through commercial channels into the export market. Because of 
lower acquisitions, Government holdings of cheese and nonfat dry milk at the end of July were substantially below 
last year’s levels. CCC stocks of butter, butteroil, and ghee combined were 12 per cent higher. 

During the first half of 1963, commercial disappearance of all dairy products (milk equivalent) was about two 
per cent above the same period of 1962. This gain indicates that consumption per person in 1963 may be close to 
1962 levels, despite anticipated lower CCC donations for domestic distribution. 

Sales of manufactured dairy products went up 1.5 per cent and fluid products sales were up more than two 
per cent. 

Prices received by farmers for all wholesale milk, butterfat and milk eligible for fluid market, are remaining 
very close to last year’s levels and are rising only seasonally. Retail prices, according to Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
are averaging only slightly above a year ago. 


OZZIE AND HARRIET 


The American Dairy Association reports that the Nelsons will speak up for milk with minute commercials on 
their show, ‘““The Adventures of Ozzie and Harriet,” every Wednesday evening at 7:30 p.m. (E.S.T.) for the first 
four weeks of October, 2, 9, 16 and 23. This nationwide year-long campaign for fluid milk will be carried on more 
than 170 stations covering some 95 per cent of the United States. After a broadcasting reign of 20 years, and al- 
ways sponsored, this show is expected to do even better than ever before. In addition, the radio network will feature 
daily five-minute shows by Pat Boone on CBS and Dick Clark on ABC, plus minute commercials on “Mutual News- 


casts.” 
SCIENTISTS POINT OUT QUESTIONS ABOUT CALCIUM IN HUMAN DIET 


“Views of six authorities in the field of human nutrition, on the subject of human calcium requirements, were 
published in the August 17 issue of the Journal of the American Medical Association. The publication was auth- 
orized by the AMA’s Council on Foods and Nutrition. 

“Dr. Philip L. White, secretary of the Council, introduced the scientists’ viewpoints with this statement: ““The 
minimum requirements for dietary calcium for humans have not been estabished. It is generally agreed that their 
is no cinvincing evidence of harm at intakes of slightly less than 300 mg-day or as high as 2,000 mg-day in normal 
individuals. There is disagreement, however, about minimum dietary requirements for calcium for all age groups. 
Some believe that the Recommended Dietary Allowances of the National Research council are too high; others 
believe they should be increased for certain individuals.’ 

“The statements of the six aupthorities agreed that much more research is needed to determine human calcium 
needs, and most of them made the point that it would not be wise to change the present recommendations until much 
more knowledge is available.”

lo meet with the producer-dis- 

tributor team that composes 

the largest production-distribu- 
tion system for Golden Guernsey 
milk in the United States, is a dis- 
tinct privilege and honor. The 1962 
record of Edisto Farms Dairy, for 
having marketed over 12 million 
quarts of fluid milk under the Gold- 
en Guernsey trade-mark, is indeed 
an outstanding accomplishment. This 
record, compared with the 1958 
marketing year, with a total of 
slightly less than 5% million quarts, 
indicated a doubling of sales in just 
four years. Edisto Farms Dairy in- 
creased their sales of Golden Guern- 
sey milk 13 per cent in 1962, while 
the national decline in milk con- 
sumption amounted to three per 
cent. 

You and I know that records of 
this kind do not happen by chance. 
It does reflect that every member of 
the production-distribution team has 
measured to new responsibilities in 
continuing to produce and sell milk 
products of the highest quality. 

You and I know that the consumer 
is the final judge in the market place. 
You have well earned their respect, 
for they have responded well to the 
integrity, honesty and devotion that 
supports your efforts in maintaining 
the highest standards of quality. 

But, the producers and the distrib- 
utors of Edisto Farms Dairy do not 
and can not stand alone among their 
fellow dairymen. We are inseparably 
a part of the national dairy industry. 
To a large degree, what affects one 
producer or a group of producers is 
linked to the welfare of all and to 
the industry as a whole. Therefore, 
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it is increasingly important that all 
of us take a look at what is present- 
ly happening in our own operations 
and in the dairy industry as a whole. 


South Carolina Milk Industry 


The development of the dairy in- 
dustry in South Carolina has been, 
and continues to be, a very impor- 
tant link in the industrial develop- 
ment of the state. It contributes to 
the economy and the general welfare 
of the state just as much as any other 
industry. 

All too often the contributions of 
agriculture have been taken for 
granted. Too few people know that 
every dollar produced in agriculture 
multiplies seven times in contribut- 
ing to the economy of the nation. 
When dollars from agriculture are 
missing in a community, so are they 
missing in the economy of the com- 
munity. 

The dairy industry in South Caro- 
lina made its first stride toward im- 
portance in the early 1900's. It has 
taken nearly 65 years to build it to 
its present stature. It has met the 
nal of a growing population. It 
has provided an abundance of the 
nutritional requirements of our 
people—both young and old. It has 
also kept pace with the changes in 
production and processing to assure 
the consumers the highest quality 
product, meeting the most rigid sani- 
tarv requirements known in the food 
industry. 

The industry has sought its own 
new markets, and it has provided a 
basis of operations for over 1,000 
dairy farmers who, in 1962, produced 


over 540 million pounds of milk with 
gross returns amounting to nearly 26 
millions of dollars. 

Dairymen have more to do than 
get up early—their days are long and 
sooner or later they have to become 
knowledged in the many sciences 
that contribute to their success, It 
is now, and promises to be more 
highly specialized as research and 
experience brings new methods. We 
must remember that progress de- 
mands change. It requires constant 
upgrading in all the industry—barns, 
equipment, feeding, breeding, cull- 
ing, refrigeration, storage, process- 
ing, packaging and delivery. 

We in South Carolina have recog- 
nized the importance of many of 
these elements, and we are making 
But, progress can come 
only so fast as we have the capital 
to do so. It must come from profits 
or an industry dies. 

In production per cow, as aver- 
aged, we have moved up. In num- 
bers of cows, we have reduced many 
loafers—but not nearly enough. As 
a matter of fact, we are still below 
the national averages. We still need 
to replace the low producers with 
cows having the ability to produce 
more milk. 

National averages indicate that 
the production per year has reached 
7,370 pounds, and increases at about 
200 pounds per year. The average 
South Carolina dairy cow is produc- 
ing at an all-time high of 5,190 
pounds. The same cow was milking 
3,550 pounds in 1944 and 3,820 
pounds in 1954. 

We have made progress, and we 
have much to do in the days ahead.

While this does not reflect the 
financial condition of all dairies in 
the state, it does, through averaging, 
indicate that some are better off and 
some, sadly enough, are in much 
poorer circumstances. It also reflects 
that dairy farmers share their income 
generously among their economic 
neighbors. 

Every dairy farmer in South Caro- 
lina has more than a passing interest 
in the orderly marketing of milk. 


Each has a responsibility to guard 


against any sinister ideas or trade 
practices which would tend to weak- 
en or destroy a growing 26 million 
dollar industry. 1 would like to re- 
mind you of the importance of con- 
tinuing an aggressive campaign 
against any unwarranted attack by 
the ruthless and greedy who would 
threaten your fair and rightful posi- 
tion in the market place. 

It is more important than ever to 
South Carolina Dairy Asso- 
other farm oriented associa- 
and organizations, and the 
agencies of state government with 
responsibilities relating to these mat- 
ters, to assure the protection of the 
dairy industry in behalf of public 
interests. 

With the facilities available to use, 
we must expand our public relations 
programs. This matter, in my opin- 
ion, should not be a responsibility of 
distributors alone. Producers, through 
their associations, have at their com- 
mand the resources to give the public 
the facts about the dairy industry. 
The public wants to know, and they 
are entitled to know, the facts from 
the cow to the doorstep where their 
milk is delivered. 

On The National Scene 


Nationwide, the dairy industry is 
at this time producing more milk 
than we can consume, convert, store 
or export. At the close of 1962, the 
cows in the United States produced 
a record 125.9 billion pounds of 
milk. One half of this production 
goes to manufactured products. 

With the influence of imported 
dairy products from foreign coun- 
tries, and a three per cent decline in 
domestic consumption, we are in a 
position of surplus supply, which is 
likely to continue for several years 
ahead. At this stage of the 1963 
marketing year, production is down 
slightly, due to some drop outs among

dairy farmers and unseasonal weath- 
er conditions. There is a slight up- 
turn in domestic per capita consump- 
tion. These factors support a slight 
easing of the surplus supplies, but 
not enough to predict any general 
trends at this time. 

Chances are, with the continua- 
tion of milk support prices fixed at 
75 per cent of parity, there will be 
additional numbers of dairy farmers 
who will drop out of production. 
While we now have slightly over one 
million dairy farmers in the United 
States, some authorities predict that 
the nation’s milk will be produced 
by 250,000 dairy farmers in 1973 
Herd sizes will be larger, production 
per cow will be up considerably, and 
the use of techniques and modern 
equipment that assure efficiency will 
be far more prevalent. 


Prices 


South Carolina dairymen have de- 
veloped their milk industry largely 
on a basis of quality. They have 
gone to considerable expense to meet 
rigid sanitary requirements in build- 
ings and equipment in order to meet 
and maintain Grade A requirements. 
They have produced largely for a 
fluid milk market, with seasonal sur- 
pluses moving into manufacturing 
uses. 


Compared to dairy farmers of the 
Midwest, who produce lower grades 
of milk for manufacturing purposes, 
there is a considerable difference in 
prices paid for milk. These differ- 
ences also reflect the distance to 
markets and other costs of handling. 
let’s take a look 
at the average prices paid for all 
grades of milk sold in the 1962 
marketing year by some of our neigh- 
boring states. In Alabama, the aver- 
age price was $5.69 per hundred; 
Georgia, $6.19; Florida, $6.71, and 
North Carolina, $5.60, while in 
South Carolina the average price was 
$5.80. To the North of us—states 
producing for a fluid milk and a 
manufacturing market—the average 
price in New Jersey was $5.42; New 
York, $4.34; Rhode Island, $6.09, 
and Pennsylvania, $4.67. In the 
Midwest, where a very high percent- 
age of milk is produced for manu- 
facturing purposes, the average price 
in Wisconsin was $3.42; Minnesota, 
$3.19; Nebraska, $2.89, and North 
Dakota, $2.49. The national average 
for the same period for all market- 
ings of milk and cream sold by farm- 
ers was $4.11. 

With these prices prevailing, Un- 
der Secretary of Agriculture, Charles 
Murphy, in May of this year, testi-

UERNSEY breeders who will 
meet the changing picture and 
the challenge of the future will 


be around a long time as producers 
of milk and seed stock! That farmers, 
and likewise dairymen, are fewer 
needs little comment here. The time 
of man, as recorded by history, has 
never been anything except “feast or 
famine.” One only need read the first 
books of the Bible, “Genesis,” “Ex- 
odus” and forward, to realize that 
time of plenty is short lived and 
days of famine can be ruthless. We 
believe the surplus of dairy products 
that plagues us today cannot be dis- 
missed. At the same time, the man 
who wants to sincerely breed good 
cattle thinks in long-time terms — 
even generations — because cattle 
reproduce slowly and the mathemat- 
ical laws that govern successes and 
failures through inheritance are cruel- 
ly accurate. All long-time breeders 
recognize these facts. We admire 
them for their integrity and efforts 
toward their established goals. 


Past And Future 

We believe we need to look at: 
(1), The past, a lot accomplished in 
bringing our entire dairy population 
to its present level of production of 
about 7400 Ibs. of milk per cow, Cit 
was about 4500 Ibs. of milk 20 years 
ago); (2) The present, an expansion 
in our population, but farm surpluses 
and depressed milk markets, and (3) 
Che future, fewer dairy farmers, few- 
er breeders and larger farms and 
herds to feed more people. There 
are not only fewer breeders in this 
picture, but they become of more im- 
portance because they are “seed 
stock” producers. As breeders we en- 
joy newer knowledge gained by field 
experience through the artificial in- 
semination program; we profit by 
newer technological advances in all 
phases of animal reproduction. On 
the economic front we face more 
government controlled marketing and

the desire for a common milk. These 
are all problems the Guernsey breed- 
er faces today. 


Our Market Situation 


We expect to talk about “bulls and 
breeding,” but we believe a look at 
our milk market comes first. A man 
who invests his money, land, and 
labor in any project should know 
what lies ahead. 

Technological developments _ in- 
volving heavy utilization of milk in 
forms other than fluid milk is a part 
of our changing picture. This will 
continue. At the same time, we be- 
lieve breed milks have a future. 
“Golden Guernsey,” with its ramifica- 
tions in fat test, has captivated many 
markets. The steady growth of 
“Golden Guernsey” milk sales indi- 
cates that there is a future if you 
can attract the consumer. It is be- 
ing done on many fronts. 

We believe breeding high produc- 
ing cattle and milk sales go togeth- 
er. When low returns for milk are 
involved, the breeder suffers as do 
all dairymen. We believe, however, 
he should not be led astray by tem- 
porary market conditions and cease 
his efforts in breeding. Involved in 
the program of “Better Cattle for 
Better Living,” the slogan of the Na- 
tional Association of Artificial Breed- 
ers, we believe the final reward comes 
to the man who exercises judgment 
and doesn’t quit on cattle improve- 
ment. In our experience, and _ it’s 
longer than we like to admit, we have 
never seen a well-bred, good-produc- 
ing herd fail to survive economic 
troubles better than the average. 


Where Are We Today On 
Markets? 


Our total dairy production is up 
with fewer cows. We are not using 
our domestic dairy production too 
well as a nation. We hate to admit 
it, but the facts are we have not in- 
creased the average consumption of 


milk, all products concerned, a single 
»ound per capita in the last 20 years. 
1940 our milk equivalent (all 
dairy products) was 819 lbs. per per- 
son, and in 1961 an average of 640 
pounds. These figures tell a story 
within themselves of a changing dairy 
economy and “troubles for our in- 
dustry.” The situation has been one 
of survival, because we had more 
people and even at a lower per capita 
consumption the total consumption 
has been higher each year, 108,160,- 
000 in 1940 against 115,499,000 Ibs. 
of milk in 1961. Most of all, butter 
is the culprit. In 1931, butter manu- 
facturers utilized 42.8 per cent of the 
total milk produced. In 1961, only 
26.1 per cent. The makers of butter 
substitutes, by capturing the spread 
market, took out ban 40 billion Ibs. 
of milk annually and dealt troubles 
for all dairying, Cheese and frozen 
products have increased over the past 
20 years, which is one of the bright 
spots on the escutcheon of the do- 
mestic dairy marketing program of 
America. Our job is the si The 
past is history. However, if we could 
bring back even a 10 per cent use in 
good creamery butter per capita there 
wouldn’t be a surplus. 

Let’s keep in mind that the chang- 
ing eating habits of people affect 
our dairy markets, and eventually the 
part a breeder plays in sales of cat- 
tle and milk. 

For example, what would happen 
if we went back to the old days and 
had more “hot biscuits” for break- 
fast; a bit of good “corn bread” at 
noon or night, and this well but- 
tered? Our problems of milk supluses 
would be less. Cold bread, “the hurry 
meal,” and the “weight fad” all hurt 
consumption of dairy products and, 
in turn, the breeder of registered 
livestock. His goal is always improved 
and efhcient production, and should 


be so, but products have to be sold! 
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Selling Registered Cattle 

The Guernsey breeder who has 
registered cattle has “two strings to 
his bow.” These are (1) the sale of 
milk and (2) the sale of registered 
cattle. It is a program that has, and 
is now providing a successful and 
enjoyable living to thousands of 
Guernsey herd owners and their fam- 
ilies. 

We are a strong believer in the 
family sized herd. We are convinced 
that our best results in production 
and performance comes where the 
cows and the family work as a team. 
Mass production is necessary in the 
cold-blooded realm of market milk, 
but we don’t believe it necessarily 
applies to a herd directed at produc- 
ing “seed stock” as well as milk. The 
objectives on milk production can- 
not differ, because if registered cat- 
tle do the job they should they are 
the source of improvement of non- 
registered cattle. The owners of non- 
registered cattle, over the years, have 
done a better job of culling than have 
most purebred breeders, 

On the over-all picture, all breeds 
concerned (386,610 registered) av- 
eraged 11639 lbs. of milk and 453 
lbs. of fat. At the same time, 354,654 
non-registered cattle averaged 11333 
Ibs. of milk and 441 Ibs. of fat. This 
is a difference of about 12 Ibs. of 
fat in favor of registered cattle. This 
figure indicates the point we empha- 
size, and that is registered cattle 
must demonstrate their superiority 
as “seed stock.” 


The Sale of Bulls. There will con- 
tinue to be a strong demand for 
well-bred bulls. This will continue to 
be in two categories as in the past: 
(a) The naturally proved sire, and 
-b) the young sire to be tested and 
proved, not only by breeders, but by 
artificial insemination organizations. 
The need for such sires, both categor- 
ies, exceeds the supply today. Here 
is where the constructive breeder has 
a great opportunity. 

The artificial insemination _ pro- 
gram, which began in 1938 and has 
steadily grown since, is not respon- 
sible for the fact that fewer bulls 
are proved, It can claim fewer bulls 
registered in most breeds, and offers 
little apology, because in most cases 
the herd owner is using a_ better 
sire than he would in natural service. 

Proved Bulls Needed. The great 
opportunity that too many Guernsey 
breeders are overlooking is thorough- 
ly proving a bull in natural service. 
Every day we see bulls offered for 
sale that have none, or one or two 
tested daughters, and they go beg- 
ging. At the same time, the bull with 
five to 10 daughters tested gets a 
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look. This is particularly true if the 
production is above average and all 
daughters two years old and over 
are accounted for. 

Artificial insemination does not ac- 
count for but little of the drop of 
113,909 registrations in 1952 and 
75,513 in 1961. All that could be 
charged is a few thousand bulls, most 
of which would not equal the A.L. 
service available at a Guernsey own- 
er's door. The drop in registrations is 
om economic, and is dismissed 
rere, 


Let's Have More Proved Bulls! 


The need for top-notch proved 
Guernsey bulls is evident. Half way 
measures do not succeed. 

1. We need more Guernsey breed- 
ers proving out bulls. There is little 
doubt that some calves being sacri- 
ficed to the dealer market today could 
be truly great sires if used and the 
progeny tested. 

ys many Guernsey breeders 
offer bulls to the public with little 
or no proof on production and of- 
ficial classification. Usually, if the 
official or DHIA records of produc- 
tion are available, the “type” takes 
care of itself. 

3. We feel the opportunity is at 
hand to encourage more breeders to 
develop proved sires, and if not 
proved sires, dams that can drop the

aRD work, good planning, 
correct use of advice, realistic 


analysis of results, continually 
striving for improvements, and using 
their own bulls — these are the in- 
gredients Staehely Brothers, Valley 
View Farm, Oregon City, Ore., have 
put together, with the result they 
have today one of the very best regis- 
tered Guernsey herds in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Forty-five years ago, Herman, 
Walter and William Staehely started 
Valley View Farm, producing and 
distributing Guernsey milk in the 
Oregon City vicinity. About 18 years 
ago they reorganized, discontinuing 
distribution, and Herman, with his 
son Paul, established his own herd, 
taking the grade Guernseys out of 
the herd. William and Walter carried 
on together until Walter retired 
about 10 years ago, leaving William 
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kind of bull calves, sired by A.L. 
proved sires, that can go into the 
young sire-proving program many 
artificial insemination organizations 
are sponsoring today. 

Along the way: (1) Only herds on 
test for production can ever prove 
and offer a bull that A.l. will con- 
sider. This also applies to cows that 
may drop bull calves worthy of con- 
sideration. (2) There is a distinct 
need to segregate and set forth the 
good producing brood cows, many in 
small herds, then offer potentia! sons 
for A.l. use. The artificial insemina- 
tion unit interested will often make 
the mating and contract for a bull 
calf before he is born. 


Breeders The Answer 

We feel that Guernsey breeders 
control the destiny of our breed. Milk 
marketing problems will work out 
eventually. Economic laws decide 
this. However, the breeding of su- 
perior seed stock results from vision, 
and the patience and the courage to 
use and develop herd sires. During 
the past 30 years, we have never 
known of a really good Guernsey sire, 
adequately proved, that went beg- 
ging. 

We feel the future is great, but 
1963 times, and adequate proving, 
in view of our present objectives, 
must be met!

with his two grown sons, Roy and 
Arthur. Today this is the manpower, 
with several of William’s grandsons 
taking an active interest in the cows 
and farm. 

The herd has been 100 per cent 
registered since 1945, has been on 
DHIA test continuously and on HIR 
the past three years. They have offi- 
cially classified four times, carefully 
studying the results each time with 
their production when culling. 

Thirty years ago they recognized 
the keen cow judgment of M. C. 
Fleming, Wandamere Farm, and 
with his assistance they have used 11 
herd sires of Mr. Fleming’s breeding 
carrying the Wandamere prefix and 
several others for limited service.

1960, their average with 98 cows 
was 9469 Ibs. of milk and 496 Ibs. of 
fat. In 1961, with 108 they 
averaged 10333 Ibs. of milk and 553 
lbs. of fat. In 1962 they hit their 
peak, with 113 cows averaging 10836 
582 lbs. of tat, 
and on classification had one Excel- 
lent, +t Very Good, 22 Desirable 
and 11 Acceptable. They had _ bred 
every cow except one, which Wil- 
liam’s grandson, Richard, bought in 
an Oregon Invitational Sale. With 
their high production, second in fat 
for the entire Pacific Northwest, and 
good classification, they earned the 
coveted Gold Star Guernsey Breeder 
award,

One of the first sires they selected 
from Mr. Fleming was a son out of 
Bonnie of Delphi Dell, and _practi- 
cally every one since has carried one 
or more crosses to “Bonnie.” She was 
a 1963 model back in the thirties. 
Another one of her descendants, 
Wandamere Bond’s Defender, (Wan- 
damere Anson’s Bond, Ivy Oak Peg- 
gy’s Petal) has been their most popu- 
lar sire in recent years. His latest sum- 
mary shows that he has 51 daugh- 
ters with 80 records that average 
10131 Ibs. of milk and 538 Ibs. of 
fat, (305 — 2x — ME), 58 classified 
average 83.3 per cent. His daughters 
have been most popular in the show 
ring, winning many of the top 
awards for several breeders through- 
out the area, including Valley View 
Defender’s Melody, Excellent, that 
was grand champion at the Pacific 
International two vears ago, and sev- 
eral other championships last year 
and this spring at local shows. Last 
fall their winnings at the Pacific In- 
ternational were sufficient for them 
to earn the Premier  Exhibitor’s 
award. 
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Gold Star Breeder; second highest 
fat producing herd in the Pacific 
Northwest; Premier Exhibitor, 1962 
Pacific International; two cows  pro- 
ducing over 1000 Ibs. of fat running 


in a herd of over 100 head — all this 
accomplished at Valley View Farm 
by line-breeding with their own 
bulls, testing, classifying and prac 
ticing good herd management.

orEN Bauer, his wife Eileen, 
Le their son Gregg, age two, 

are proud of their registered 
Guernseys and their accomplish- 
ments. The present herd of 60 head, 
30 in milk, was started through 4-H 
Club work and the use of a bull, 
Maple Grove Ann’s Prince. This bull, 
owned by Loren’s father, was bred 
to Loren’s 4-H animals. The founda- 
tion herd consisted of five daugh- 
ters by this bull, and on his pre- 
liminary proof the five daughters 
averaged 11111 Ibs. of milk and 550 
lbs. of fat, an increase of +2743 
lbs. of milk and +148 Ibs. of fat over 
their dams. Unfortuantely, as is the 
case in many instances, Loren did 
not buy the bull and he was sent to 
the butcher. However, this bull did 
put a lot of production in the herd 
and several of his daughters became 
the foundation of some of the pres- 
ent-day top cow families in the herd. 

Last year, Loren and the Ren-Lo 
Guernseys gained Gold Star Breeder 
recognition when 28 cows completed 
32 records for an average of 10713 
lbs. of milk, 4.7%, and 502 Ibs. of 
fat, ME — 305 — 2x, 28 classified 
for an average of 84.7 per cent. 

The farm name, Ren-Lo, came 
about by reversing the name, Lo-ren, 
and today many of the Bauers’ 
friends and neighbors have develop- 
ed the habit of calling Loren—Ren- 
Lo, instead of his given name. 

The crop system at Ren-Lo fol- 
lows a six-year rotation of two years 
corn, beans, oats, two vears alfalfa 
brome in order that half the farm is 
in cropland and only half as much 
new seeding is required each year. 
The Bauers farm about 230 acres, 


115 acres corn and beans, 75 acres 
hay and pasture, 40 acres oats and 
new seeding. Strip grazing, with the 
fence being moved twice daily, is 
practiced. 

The herd has been on DHIA 
since 1955, and on DHIR since the 
end of 1960. Last year, on DHIA, 
28.6 cows averaged 10406 Ibs. of 
milk and 500 Ibs. of fat. and the in- 
come over feed cost was $303. The 
feeding program followed at Ren- 
Lo centers around good—early cut— 
crushed or crimped—barn dried (no 
heat)—chopped hay. The cows get 
all they can eat the year around and 
about 30 pounds of silage (corn and 
sorghum) during the winter months. 


In addition to Maple Grove Ann's 
Prince, mentioned earlier in the story, 
the bulls that have played a key part 
in the herd are Boulder Bridge Capu- 
let (five daughters in the present 
herd include Ren-Lo Capulet’s 
Dimple, with several records close 
to 800 Ibs. of fat), McDonald Farms 
Fore Hightime, and McDonald 
Farms Le Royalist (six daughters in 
the herd—four VG as two-year-olds, 
the other two were Desirable—all 
above the line 

One of the two foundation cows 
that has contributed much to the 
herd is Ren-Lo Prince’s Dawn, Ex- 
cellent 1961, 13910 — 655 — 7yrs 
— DHIR — 305 — 2x, a daughter of 
Maple Grove Ann’s Prince. “Dawn” 
is dam of five daughters that include 
Ren-Lo Capulet Dimple, three times 
VG, 15230 — 793 — 6yrs — DHIR 
—305—2x (two outstanding daugh- 
ters by “Bonanza” in the herd).

Virginia Guernsey Field Day

Guernsey breeders from the Old 
Dominion State had a fine oppor- 
tunity to appraise their land grant 
College of jeer om at the Vir- 
ginia State Guernsey Field Day held 
at Virginia Polytechnic _ Institute, 
Blacksburg, on July 10. For those 
who could recall back 12 years and 
four days prior, or to the time of the 
last Guernsey field day at VPI, 
many changes have been made—new 
barns, milking parlors, feed handling 
and storage equipment, new pro- 
grams in research, teaching and ex- 
tension, and new faces on the Uni- 
versity staff. It was the opportunity 
to view these many indications of 
progress, and to become closer asso- 
ciated with the Dairy Department 
and College of Agriculture at this 
90-year-old institution of higher 
learning, that caused the Virginia 
G. B. A. to readily accept the in- 
vitation to visit VPI that was ex- 
tended by Dairy Professor Paul 
Reaves. 

As each of the more than 100 in 
attendance began to arrive, members 
of the Dairy Science and Agricul- 
ture Engineering staffs were on hand 
to tour them through the dairy and 
feeding operations, and to answer 
any questions pertaining to research 
projects that are now being carried 
on. The group then gathered in the 
bleachers that had been arranged in 
one of the loafing areas for a review 
of the Guernsey herd, conducted by 
dairy staff members, Raleigh Sandy, 
Gwyn Hampton and Joseph Line- 
weaver. In reviewing the herd, which 
was established in 1905 and now 
consists of 51 head, Mr. Sandy in- 
serted his belief in the certificate of 
registration and the official testing 
and classification programs. 

For the noontime meal, the VPI 
Block and Bridle Club prepared and 
served a delicious barbecue luncheon. 
The more formal part of the program 
began as Viriginia G. B. A. presi- 
dent, DuVal Dickinson, Fredericks- 
burg, expressed his appreciation to 
VPI and the Dairy Science staff for 
the invitation to the Guernsey breed- 
ers to return to review the many 
changes at the University. 

W. B. Bell, Dean of the College of 
Agriculture, VPI, welcomed the 
Guernsey breeders and _ expressed 
gratification of their support of their 
land grant college. Head of the Dairy 
Science Department, Dr. G. C. Graf, 


also spoke briefly on the work now 
being carried on by the Dairy De- 
partment. It is the responsibility, ac- 
cording to Dr. Graf, of this depart- 
ment and the Virginia Guernsey 
breeders to work hand in hand for 
the advancement of the dairy indus- 
try. As he reviewed the various pro- 
jects that are being developed in the 
areas of research, teaching and ex- 
tension it was evident that the Uni- 
versity has taken a leadership posi- 
tion in working for greater produc- 
tion and better marketing of dairy 
products. 

Virginia G. B. A. secretary-treasur- 
er, Ken Mace, discussed coming 
Guernsey activities in the Old Domi- 
nion State and encouraged greater 
Guernsey promotion at the local level. 
National field representative, Sam 
Minor, also was introduced and spoke 
briefly on the importance of the 
registration certificate and the classi- 
fication and production testing pro- 
grams made available by The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. 

The main address of the afternoon 
session was brought by Robert D. 
Stewart, Secretary-Treasurer of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. Re- 
viewing the tremendous progress of 
the Guernsey breed in greater milk 
production and in steadily increasing 
Golden Guernsey sales, Mr. Stewart 
mentioned some areas of the dairy 
industry where greater effort could 
be well used. He emphasized the im- 
portance of more research work in 
both production and marketing, and 
encouraged everyone to support their 
land grant college, The American 
Dairy Association and The National 
Dairy Council. 


Mississippi State Field Day
